A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.1 1 1, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing.

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The examiner agreed that the combination of the Chanduszko et al 
reference and the Ginn et al teaching did not obviate the claims. In particular, Chanduszko et al disclose a closure 
device advanced into a PFO, but fail to teach of providing energy to the closure device. Ginn fails to address providing 
energy directly to the closure device (i.e. staple). Rather, Ginn teaches providing energy to the tissue to seal the 
tissue. There is insufficient motivation to suggest to one of ordinary skill in the art the method step of providing energy 
to a closure device to treat a PFO as set forth in the claims. Additionally, the examiner further reviewed cited 
document US2004/0243122, which document claims the benefit of provisional applications. The '122 document makes 
reference to the use of electrical energy to seal a PFO, but does not disclose energy means applied to a closure device 
as recited in the instant application claims. Further, the examiner reviewed the contents of provisional application 
60/474,055. This provisional application also makes reference to the use of electrical energy to "spot-weld" the tissue, 
and makes passing reference to "melting" a prosthetic membrane. There is no specific disclosure of what the 
membrane is or how it is provided to the tissue. It is the examiner's position that there is insufficient evidence in the 
'122 publication, even with the incorporated support of the '055 provisional application, to suggest the method steps of 
advancing a closure device near a distal end of a catheter to tissue in the PFO and applying energy to the closure 
device to cause adhesion of the closure device as set forth in the instant application claims.. 
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
